CHANGE nPE OF LIVE STOCK 



Except in improvement of Dairy Herd 
It la Tedious Process— tMwa 
for Uniformity. 

If one wisliefl to chanpe the type of 
his live sto<'k he will find various 
roads open to him and he may bt' 
i-oufused as to which to take. First 
and moat eeamm u , a aire of tte de- 
atsed type may be bought for the 
herd and year after year improve- 
ments may go on in this manner. 
But it is at best a tediou.s procesM 
and, except In the Improvement of 
the dairy herd. It had better be avoid- 
ed. Life at beat to aot long enough 
to ob.«crve very BMffcad luaalts by 
this method. 

A much better method in the case of 
beef cattle, aheep and awiiie. if man)' 
are hept, to to provide a few females 
of the desired type and al.so a male for 
them, the progeny of which shall be 
keiir while the old type are Rradually 
disposed of. It to surprising how quick- 
ly the type of the herd win ba changed. 

Then again it is possible to sell off 
the entire lot of cattle or other live 
stock on the farm and to procure 
tho.se of the desired type at one time. 
This is the ideal raaOwd tf It to flnan- 
cially practicable. 

The one great thins to be (iesired in 
.'I herd is unil'drui exct iience and the 
easiest and least expensive method of 
bringing thta aboot to the one to be 

adopted.

There Is a little danger of overfeed 
ing a colt If It to properly exerciaad. .A 
colt should recdve at least one pounc 
daily for each 100 pounds of live 
weight, and if oat ta the cold a littit 
more may he used to advantage. 

Growth can be made more rapidlj 
and cheaply during the first year that 
ut any other time, and feed riioald not 
Im qiared at tbia time.
